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XIV.—WAGES. 
No. 35—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 
The first decision of theCourt tookeffect on the Ist July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. Od. 
for males and £2 5s. 1ld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the Ist July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 Is. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926 :-—

XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 37.— Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of July, August and September, 1940. 


July.—The rainfall during July was again below normal over most of the State, but the short- 
ages were less marked than was the case in preceding months and, but for the exceptional dryness 
of the earlier part of the season in the agricultural districts, the July rains might have been regarded 
as being fairly satisfactory generally. 


The Kimberley Division experienced a rainless month and the light falls received in the 
Fortescue Division were unimportant, but the Gascoyne Division recorded more rain than is usual 
in July, and fairly heavy rains—which closely approximated to normal—were received in the 
North Coastal agricultural district, the average total registration in this Division being about 
3 inches. In the north-eastern wheat belt the rains—though about 12 per cent. below normal— 
averaged over 2 inches, but in the southern agricultural areas the registrations were more than 
30 per cent. less than usual in July, and averaged about 2 inches, Heavier rains—averaging 
between 4 and 5 inches—fell in the Central and South Coasts, but even these falls were considerably 
less than is usual in July, except in parts of the far south and south-west, where Pemberton re- 
ceived 786 points and Cape Leeuwin 683 points. The south-eastern sub-tropics received rains 
which, to a moderate extent, exceeded the totals usual in July. 


A feature of the month’s weather was the high degree of variability in the rain-productivity 
of the southern depressions which passed over the State. In the first half of the month the 
southern low pressure rainstorm system, which normally attains its maximum intensity in July, 
was represented on the charts by only slight depressions which seldom penetrated much further 
northwards than the South Coast, nearly all the State meanwhile remaining covered by portions 
of vast anticyclones which extended over nearly all Australia. This anticyclonic predominance 
was at its maximum on 9th July when nocturnal radiation proceeding in the dry still air caused 
widespread and severe frosts in the sub-tropics, and the temperature registrations in the ther- 
mometer screens included 27 degrees at Wandering and 29 degrees at Collie and Southern Cross. 

Early in the third week of the month, however, the southern rainstorm system suddenly 
developed normal midwinter intensity, and produced fair to good rains from the Gascoyne south- 
wards, while strong south-westerly winds to gales and rough to high seas prevailed on the central 
and lower south-west coasts. In Perth the wind attained a velocity of 52 m.p.h. Another and 
more vigorous southern depression was experienced on the 26th-27th July and caused widespread 
rain over most of the sub-tropics, while gales and rough seas prevailed from Shark Bay south- 
wards, and the wind in Perth again reached a velocity of 52 m.p.h. At the end of the month, 
however, the types of depressions were again of only slight intensity. 

In Perth rainfall occurred on 15 days and aggregated 352 points, as compared with the month’s 
normal total of 674 points. Day temperatures averaged about 1 degree above the normal (62.8 
degrees) and night minimum registrations were about equal to the normal (47.5 degrees).

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August.—After a lengthy series of months of considerably less than normal rainfall over the 
greater part of the State, the rains in Western Australia in August were most disappointing, short- 
ages being registered in all divisions, except the Fortescue. 


A rainless month was experienced in the Kimberley Division and in parts of the De Grey, 
Fortescue, Gascoyne, South-Eastern, and Eucla Divisions. Such registrations as were received 
in the Gascoyne and De Grey regions were mostly light, while the average totals in the Fortescue 
—though in excess of the August normals—amounted to only 40 points. The eastern sub-tropics 
also fared badly, the average totals for the month ranging from 15 points in the Eucla and South- 
Eastern Divisions to 32 points in the Wiluna district. 


The month’s average rainfall totals in the various districts as a whole were substantial only 
on the South and Central Coasts, where the registrations averaged 272 points and 249 points, but 
these amounts represented only about half of the normal August rainfall. The heaviest falls. at 
individual stations were 480 points at Jarrahdale, 426 points at Pemberton, and 421 points at 
Cape Leeuwin. 


The agricultural districts as a whole fared badly, the northern wheat belt receiving only about 
a quarter of its usual August rainfall, and the South Central Division about 44 per cent. of the 
normal amount. In the North Coastal agricultural region the August shortage may not be seriously 
detrimental to the season’s prospects as the rains in earlier months were fairly satisfactory in a 
considerable portion of this district, and even this month some good falls occurred, more par- 
ticularly in the Northampton district, and in the area between Berkshire Valley and Barberton. 
In the Central North Division, however, total registrations of 1 inch or more were limited to a 
small area which included York, Northam, Toodyay, and Bolgart, and elsewhere total falls were 
mostly less than 50 points, and reached a minimum of 9 points at Kununoppin. In the South 
Central Division the best rains occurred at Wandering (254 points), Darkan (217 points), Dumble- 
yung (164 points), and Katanning (158 points), but the district as a whole received an average 
fall of only 101 points, and at some places less than }-inch was recorded. 


The character of the month’s rainfall is attributable to the abnormal extent to which anti- 
cyclonic formations persistently covered most of the State and, at times, most of the continent, 
effectively excluding the inflow of moist maritime air, and also deflecting south-eastwards most of 
the southern depressions which neared the south-west coast. 


Two of the southern depressions which penetrated inland during brief periods in which the 
anticyclonic obstruction had weakened, brought useful rains, but their rapid eastward movement 
appreciably reduced their rain-productivity. The more intense of these two disturbances caused 
severe gales on the south-west coast and strong winds to gales over a large portion of the sub- 
tropics, and on 24th August the wind velocity of 64 m.p.h. was recorded in Perth. 


Temperatures during the month were mostly above normal as a result of periods of persistent 
easterly winds with a scarcity of cloud, and some unseasonably high temperatures were recorded 
in the western sub-tropics on 19th, 20th, and 2Ist August. 


In Perth temperatures during the month ranged from 82 degrees on 2lst August—the highest 
August temperature ever recorded in Perth—to 40.2 degrees on 5th August. Rainfall in Perth 
aggregated 224 points and was distributed over 12 days.

September.—The recent series of months of rainfall deficiency over most of Western Aus- 
tralia was lengthened by a further rainfall shortage in September, deficits being recorded in 
all divisions as a whole, and surpluses at individual stations being limited to small and scattered 
areas situated chiefly in the South-Eastern district. 


Rainless conditions prevailed throughout the Kimberley and De Grey divisions, and the average 
totals in the Fortescue, Gascoyne, North-Eastern and Eucla districts ranged from only four 
points in the Fortescue to 15 points in the West Gascoyne and 34 points in the Eucla Division. 

The nearest approach to normal rainfall was reported from the South-Eastern district, where 
the average total fall (42 points) was only 11 per cent. deficient. 


The South-West and South coastal and the Agricultural districts as a whole fared some- 
what better than was the case last month, and the shortages ranged from 22 per cent. on the 
Central Coast to 36 per cent. in the North Coastal agricultural region, but even these moderate 
deficits may be regarded as serious in view of the urgent need for heavy falls to offset the 
long series of shortages experienced in previous months of the season. 


In the North Coastal wheat-belt the best rains occurred in the Northampton and Greenough 
districts, and another favoured region included Moora, Walebing, Round Hill and Berkshire 
Valley. Further south agricultural areas which received more than one inch of rain were 
fairly numerous between York and Wickepin, and included scattered places in a gradually widening 
belt extending from Calingiri and Dowerin in the north to Cranbrook and Jarramongup in the 
south. The heaviest rains, however, occurred on and near the coast, and included registrations 
of 556 points at Pemberton, 452 points at Mundaring, 389 points at Jarrahdale, 375 points 
at Denmark and 361 points at Albany. 


In Perth rain occurred on 11 days and aggregated 277 points, as compared with the Sep- 
tember normal of 336 points. 


The almost general deficiency of rainfall during the month was again attributable chiefly 
to the comparative failure of the southern depressions which traversed the southern sections 
of the State. In several instances these depressions developed greater intensity and extended 
over larger areas than was the case in the previous month and their failure to produce heavier 
rains was due mainly to their abnormally rapid eastward movement. In the Tropics barome- 
tric pressure distributions typical of summer developed rather frequently, and the coastal winds 
showed the increasing influence of the north-west monsoon, but the depressions produced only 
occasional cloudiness, together with a few rainless thunderstorms. 


The month’s temperatures showed more than the usual variations and some severe frosts 
occurred in the lower South-West, the lowest thermometer registrations being 29 deg. at Wandering 
on 13th and 14th September. Fogs were also unusually numerous in the agricultural districts. 
In the Tropics, however, the march of the season was made manifest in the temperature readings 
exceeding 100 deg. becoming fairly numerous in the later portion of the month and the highest 
registration being 104 deg. at Marble Bar on 29th September. In Perth the extreme registra- 
tions were 42.4 deg. on 15th September and 81.6 deg. on 28th September.
